Connecticut, Sections 1288 and
1291, Eegnialiog Celebration
of Foarfh of Jnly.
Sec. 1288. Every person who, be-

tween sunset on the 3d of July and 4
o'clock in the forenoon of the follow-
ing day, or between 11 o'clock in the
evening of July 4th and sunrise of the
following day, .. shall discharge any
cannon, pistol, gun, firecracker, 'tor-
pedo, or any explosive; causing a loud
report, or who shall, by ringing a bell,
fc.owing a horn, beating a drum, or
in any other manner make any dis-
turbing noise, or make a bonfire, shall
be fined not more than J 5.

Sec. 1291. When the Fourth day
of July shall occur on Sunday, and
the celebration of American independ-
ence shall be held on any other day,
the provisions of Sec. J28S, 1289 and
1290 shall extend to, and in all re-

spects have full force and effect on
the day of such celebration, and to
the same extent as though such cele-
bration had occurred on the Fourth
day of July. '.
